REPORT of the Comptroller and Auditor General upon the Accounts of the 
Intermediate Education Board for Ireland, for the Year ended the 31st 
December 1905; prepared and submitted for the Information of Parliament, in 
pursuance of the 10th section of the Act 41 & 42 Viet. c. 66. 


Capital Account. 

1. The Securities held by the Intermediate Education Board, Ireland, at the close of Capital, 
the previous year amounted to 1,108,127/. 135. Id., and as no investment or sale of Stock 

took place during the year, the balance on 31st December 1905 remained the same. 

This amount consisted of 1,000,000/. charged upon the Irish Church Temporalities 
Fund (Act 4l & 42 Viet. c. 66, s. 8), and of 108,127/. 13s. 7 d., 2| per cent. Consolidated 
Stock invested out of the surplus income of the previous years. 

Loan Account. 

2. The Advances outstanding at the beginning of the year amounted to 16,175/. 18s. 6d. Advances to 
During the year the stun of 2,280/. has been advanced and 1,404/. 6s. 9<Z. repaid, leaving Managers. 

a balance of 17,051/. 11s. 9 d. outstanding at the close of the year. 


Income Account. 

3. The balance of the Income Account at the beginning of the year was Income and 
3,147/. 17s. 9(7. The receipts during the year, inclusive of instalments, amounting to Expenditure. 
1,404/. 6s. 9 d. in repayment of loans, were 85,766/. 15s. 7 d., making a total of 
88,914/. 13s. 4 d. 

The expenditure, including the sum of 2,280/. advanced, as stated above, to Mauagers 
of Schools, was 87,000/. 4s. 10<£, leaving a balance at the close of the year of 
1,914/. 8s. 6rZ.
